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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant proposes to amend independent claims 1, 23 to add the limitation: "forming source/drain regions 
proximate the first gate electrode and second gate electrode". This limitation raises a new issue that would require further considersation 
and possibly further search of the prior art. Also, this limitation raises the issue of new matter because the applicant's originally filed 
disclosure does not provide support for forming the source/drain regions after the step of patterning the first and second gate electrodes. 
That is, Fig. 1 of applicant's disclosure depicts a completed semiconductor device, while Figs. 2-6 depict various stages of forming a 
semiconductor device. It is not clear from the applicant's disclosure how or when the source/drain regions regions are formed.
